From Florence of the fame Date they write, that 
the Electorefs Dowager Palatine has continued the 
Courtiers in the fame Penfions which they had du- 
ring the late Duke's Life, which amount to 42,000 
Crowns a Year, and arc to be paid out of the Profits 
of the Meal-Farm. The Prince de Craon, who has 
approved of this, is making feveral other ufetul Re- 
gulations, reforming various Abufes, and bringing all 
Criminal Profecuticns to a fpeedy Ifluc. Belides 
fome Executions already made, feveral Perfons have 
been fentenc’d to Banifhmenr.. Of the latter Num- 
ber are forme Gentlemen, Ladies, and Clergymen, 
whofe Behaviour has not been the moft regular. Art 
the fame Time there have becn banifh’d a Couple 
of Friers, two of the late Duke’s Lackeys, a Sur- 
geon, and two Women, who are known to have 
grofsly abufed the Familiarity with which thar Prince 
honoured them. Thefe had Orders to quit the City 
in 3 Hours, and the Duchy in 3 Days. 

The Lertters‘add, That the fevere Profecutions 
which had been flirred up againft the Free dMafons 
there are dropped, fince it has been made appear, 
their Society has the Honour to have the prefent 
‘Great Duke for one of its Members; who is a Prince 
too Wife and too Virtuous, to be joined to a Society 
that fhould be guilty of any Indecency or Irregu- 
larity. 

His Britannick Majefty having written a Letter to 
the States-General, notifying the Princefs of Wales's 
Delivery of a Princefs, their High-Mightineffes have 
refolved to write a Letter of Congratulation to His 
Majefty upon that Occafion ; and Yefterday Se’n- 
night they fent a Deputation of Three of their Mem- 
bers, to compliment his Excellency Mr. Walpole, 
the Britifh Ambaflador, who is fince fer out with 
his Lady to Amiterdam, to fee the Remarkables of 
that City and Neighbourhood. 

According to Letters trom Lisbon .a new Revolution 
has happen‘d in the Empire of Morocco; where Mu- 
ley Abdallah, who was depos’d 2 Years ago, by the 
Blacks, by reafon of his Cruelties, having made a con- 
fiderable Party among the W ites, marched with a 
great Body of Troops againft his Brother Muley Ha- 
met Lariba, whom the Negroes chofe in his Place, 
and totally defeated his Army, killing 7000 on the 
Spot, and taking all the reft Prifoners, except thofe 
who fied. After this Muley Abdallah entered the 
Southern Provinces, which had fubmitted to his 
Brother, and reduced them ; but Muley Hamer 
Laviba retired to the Mountains with the fhatrered 
Troops, fo that Abdallah is like ro remai in Pof- 
feffion of the Throne.
